j 'IBIx hours of actual work in the 
I schoolroom shall constitute a school 
session and under no circumstances 
shall the daily session, including re- 
cesses and intermissions exceed nine 
hours in length in any school of the 
BUite." ' 

The plain meaning of the statute, 
Mr. Morris says, is to require a mini- 
mum of six hours of actual teaching 
in all the schools of the State by all 
teachers who receive any part of the 
money raised by taxation for school 
purposes. 

The Frankfort Board of Education 
decided for two sessions of school 
daily. 

The opinion of Attorney General 
Morris is of State-wide interest, as it 
elfecty all of the pubUe.achoola of this 
commonwealth.

An advertisement is being carried

In t-he first place, there are two 
separate and distinct questions to be 
voted upoA and each quoitto will be 
onaMparateteneC Qnp livfte boad 
issuQ, and the otbef li'tlMl t o aa ty- 
cent road tax. d 

If both carry, there can only be 
one levy of twenty ceats on eacb one 
hvadred dollan of mmmmA p i op ei ey 
in Beurbon County. The Fscal 
Court can elect to ase^the levy be- 
tween the two, but the Constitution 
prohibits any additional levy in ez- 
ceaa 9i the tweaty eeata. 

One point raised in the advertise- 
ment is that the farm land^^jf Bour- 
bon County will be increased for tax- 
ation ten dollars per acre for next 
year. There is about oae haaiiad 
and eighty thousand acres of land in 
Bourbon County and at ten dollars 
per acre increase, this win increase 
the assessment one million eight 
hundred thousaad dollan. The bn» 
ent road tax rate la tweaty-flTe cents 
on each one hundred dollars of the 
assessed valuation and the increased 
road tax, therefore, on account of the 
increased value of land. wlU produce 
forty-five hundred d<dlani awwre for 
road purposes than prodneed hereto- 
fore. This increase will not repair 
over one or two miles of water-bound 
macadam road at the present price of 
labor. Ia additioa tbaiato, it .has 
been prorea by experleaca la this 
county that water-bound macadam 
will not hold up under auomobile 
trafllc. All road departments advise 
tba surface treatmeat ol oU-aaphalt^ 
la order to .boll the top aarflMa of 
the roads. This treatment is now be- 
ing used on the Pari9 and Lexington 
pike aad am tte Ifarta MMilttova 
pike. 

T%e FIseal Ootnrt dMnMi* tt bssl to 

preserve these last two roads com- 
pleted. Without this treatment these 
roads would go to pieces within a 
few pMmths and mmiey spent in 
bulMlac theia woiiM baTa:ba«a wast- 
ed. This oil asphalt treatment will 
prevent the roads from going to 
to pieces. Therefore, the treatment 
given to these roads was not for the 
purpose of faTOrlag oa«' seetloa orar 
the other, but for the parpooe of pre- 
serving that which had been paid for 
by the tax payers of Bourbon County. 

There has for the past few years 
been an argument made that the 
North Middletown pike is a f^Tored 
road, and this adrerttoemeat at- 
tempts to revive the old argument, 
but. as a matter of fact, the road 
leading from Paris to North Middle- 
towa is the only pike in the North 
Middletown predaft wMch has re- 
ceived any repairs whatever in the 
past fifteen years.

Money lenders caa proeure all the 
Government bonds they wish at be- 
low par. and they are not personally 
interested in the road building of 
Bombmi Oonnty, for in all probabil- 
ity these bonds will bo »old to peo- 
ple living in some of the larger eUlee. 

Aj^ther argument in the advertise- 
,mect stated that the Fiscal Oourt 
^esired to shift the responsibility of 
The. roads, and thereby appointed four) 
rocfd commisalonerB. These four road 
commissioners appointed, are all 
business men with character above 
reproach. They agreed to devote 
their time to the interests of Bour- 
bon CoOBhy without ebarsa. TiM 
Fiscal Court invited the tax-payers 
of Bourbon County some several 
months ago to name an Advisory 
Committee to meet and confer with 
the Oonrt apoa tba niad question, 
and this was dooa fbr tba ftOlowiag 
reasons: 

First, the Fiscal Count realized the 
impossibility of maintaining the 
roads' of Booiboa Oooatj with its 
present funds, aad tbay waated the 
business men of the county to beeome 
interested in the proposition in or- 
der that they ml^t fully under- 
stand that tba read building of 
Bourdon County was .the biggest, 
business proposition now before the 
people of the county. 

Second, for years malicious or igno-

It folloirs. then, that the maa who 
complains about Us lead pager end 
I have heard numbers of farmers do 
it — ought to help to make it better. 
Often good "talking to" the editor, 
a p reee a tatfcm of the farm point of 
flew and an insistence on the paper's 
getting something of that point of 
view into its columns, will help a lot. 
Always, whole-hearted co-operation 
with the paper wiH help-HMibscribe 
to the paper, read it, pay for it, tell it 
the news when you have any, adver- 
tise in it when you have something 
to sell, express your views through it 
when yen wish to raach roar ne^- 
bors. 

Few county papers are serving 
their farm readers as well as they 
might, it seejms to me. But the farm- 
ers themselves are largely responsi- 
ble for this. The farmer who will 
grumble about the poor paper he is 
getting, it is safe to say, outnumbers 
the farmer who will really try to 
help his local editor make a more 
truly representative paper at least 
ten to

Late tobacco and com crops have 

made excellent growth in this county 
the past week and both will be much 
better than was expected two weeks 
ago. Under the beniflcent influence 
of hard rains and sunshine the past- 
ures have taken on new life thus as- 
suring good grazing for the future. 
Fall plowing is now being pushed 
and rye is being sown on the fields 
that have been cleared of tobacco. 
Plowing for wheat is also going on, 
and the seed factor is one that's caus- 
ing the farmer comdderable worry. 
Very little high grade wheat was 
produced here the past season and 
seed wheat will of necessity be high. 

Much tobacco has already been cut 
and the work of topping cutting and 
housing the weed is occupying a 
large part of the farmers' time. It is 
thought the tobacco crop will be a 
fair one, though the spotted appear- 
ance of the fields has not entirely dis- 
appeared. The livestock market is 
looking up. The shortage of cars has 
held back shipments and many cattle 
•sold as far back as two weeks ago are 
still in the pastures.

In setting a question which origi- 
nated in Louisville on the tax ques- 
tion the commission ordered that all 
property be assessed at a fair cash 
value sale as of July 1, 1919.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 3.— A de- 
fense of Mexico against foreign rep- 
resentation, particularly from the 
United States, regarding the lives of 
foreigners and their property, was 
contained in a message of President 
Venustiano Carranza, read at the 
epening session of Congress Monday 
night. 

Particular reference was made in 
the message to aUe^^ injustices 
practiced 'against Mexicans in the 
United Statea. 

A long list of the alleged offenses 
was given under the section of the 
address devoted to foreign relations. 

The message also defended Mex- 
ico's neutrality during the World 
War and protested against charges 
that the Mexican Government was 
incapable and unwilling to protect 
foreign lives and property. 

In the message President Carranza 
asserted that Mexico did not ask for 
admission to the League of Nations 
because, he said, the League did not 
establish equality for all nations and 
races. 

He reiterated that Mexico had not 
and wonld not, raeogiiiae tiie Monroe 

doctrine 

Regarding oil legislation, the mes- 
sage said the Government was will- 
ing to consolidate, but would not 
sacrifice its aatioMl aovwiticaty.

BOBIN €0OP£R JOUICD BEAB 

NASHVILIJ:, TENN.. Sept. 3. — 
Robin J. Cooper, a Nashville attor- 
ney, whose trial for killing a former 
United Statea Senator Edward W. 
Carmack, dafinr the ealabrated pistol 
duel betweea Ida father. Colonel D. 
B. Cooper and Caimack in 1908 at- 
tention, has been murdered Imi® 
under mysterious circumstancea. 
circumstances. 

Cooper's body was taken from 
Richland Creek Saturday soon after 
his bloodstained automobile had been 
found on a bridge near his home in 
the fashionable Belle Meade Park 
section. The skull had been crushed, 
but there were evidences that a vio- 
lent struggle had taken place before 
the fatal blow was struck. 

A Coroner's inquest late Saturday 
developed no clues to the murderer 
or murderers, but the police are pro- 
ceeding on the theory that Cooper 
was lured from his home by pcnona 
determined to rob him. 

Thia theory is based largely upon 
evideaeea that Cooper drew $10,000 
from a bank a abort time before he 
disappeared laat Thuraday lught. 

An automobile stopped at the 
Cooper home Thursday night, and, 
according to the police, the occupant 
sought a fresh supply of gasoline. Mr 
Cooper, without £at or coat, got out 
his own car to aecompaay tae man 
to a garage. 

The authorities assume that the 
young lawyer was lured from his 
home to the secluded bridge over the 
creek and there done to death. The 
condition of his clothing indicated 
that he had been dragged some dis- 
tance before he was thrown into the 
water. Physiciana who examin%G( the 
body said the small amount %f water 
found in the luaaa waa eYldfaee that 
Cooper was dead w||^ #t«FPM into 
the creek. 

Mrs. Cooper, who is a daughter of 
Milton J, Smith, President of the 
Louisville & Nahville Railroad, has 
been visiting relatives in Louisville, 
Ky., and her absence accounts for 
tne laCt that the disappearance of 
her husband did not become known 
until Satoiday. 

There was no evidence that the 
Cooper home had been robbed after 
the murder, and some doubt haa been 
expressed ilwt tlie lawyer would have 
any great sum on his person. His 
empty pocketbook, however, was 
found ia tlM bottom eif IIm aatomo- 
bile. 

Governor Roberts has offered a re- 
ward of $500 for the arrest and con- 
viction of the murderers of the law- 
yer. This later was supplemented 
by an offer of a similar amount by 
the family. The police admit that 
they have nothing on which to work 
in solving the mystery. 

The killing of former Senator Car- 
mack grew out of the race between 
Canaack and former Governor Pat- 
tanwB for Governor in 1908 Colonel 
D. B. Cooper, father of the young 
lawyer, waa oae of the closest ad- 
visers of Patterson aad Ol-feeling 
between Cooper and Canaack de- 
veloped during the political cam- 
paign. 

After the election the two met on 
the street and exchanged shots. 
Young Cooper was with his father 
and fired the shot that caused Car- 
mack's death. Both father and son 
were convicted by the lower court 
of murder in the second degree, but 
the State Supreme Court reversed 
the verdict as to the son and remand- 
ed his case for a new trial. When 
young Cooper waa brought to trial 
again the charge was dropped. 

Colonel Cooper never aerved any 
part of his sentence, having bean par- 
doned by Governor PsttoiiSB.
